President's Report. 
To the Brethren and Members of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Ne- 


braska . 

Grace and peace! Dearly beloved in the Lord: 

In the kind providence of God and under the benign influences of His 
grace, we have been enabled to live and labor another year in the Master's 
vineyard, and now to gather in this our twentieth annual convention to record 
as far as we can the results of our toils; to catch new inspiration and gird on 
new strength, and to devise wisely and liberally for the future, in all of which 
“We praise thee, O God; we acknowledge thee to be the Lord. Save thy 
people, and bless thine heritage.” 

The past year has been one of varied success; some churches making com- 
mendable progress, while others have sustained loss through vacant pulpits. 
But in the main our growth has been steady and substantial with the best re- 
sults hidden and unseen, the seed of future harvests. Thorough fidelity, 
peace and harmony prevails, and no heavy weight rests upon us except travail 
of soul for the vast work before us. 

My office has been one certainly involving much care and labor, a position 
which I could not have accepted but for faith in God. 1 have endeavored to 
discharge my duties faithfully and conscientiously, and with a view to the best 
interest of the great cause. In accordance with time-honored custom, and 
the requirements of our Constitution, I herewith submit a record of my official 
acts, with all official papers and the usual items of interest.

VIL, LAYING OF CORNER-STONES., 

June 24, 1892, the corner-stone of Salem’s Church of Ponca was laid, an 
edifying and much appreciated sermon being preached by Rev. H. W. Kuhns, 
D.D. The resident ministers of the city participated in the services. 

August 7, 1892, the corner-stone of St. Mark’s, Lincoln, was laid on the day 
of date. An interesting and appropriate sermon was preached by Rev. A. S. 
Hartman, General Secretary of Home Missions. The liturgical service was 
conducted by the pastor, Rev. L. Groh, assisted by others. 

VIII, DEDICATION OF CHURCHES. 

July 10, 1892, Trinity Lutheran Church of Stella was re-dedicated by Rev. 
J. A. Clutz, D. D., assisted by others. 

August 23, 1892, Trinity Lutheran Church at Eagle Point was dedicated by 
Rev. L. Groh, others participating in the service. It is a neat church, 26 by 
44 feet, with a seating capacity of 175. 

October 23, 1892, Salem’s Evangelical Lutheran Church of Ponca was 


@edicated—Rev. J. A. Clutz, D. D., President of Midland College, preaching 


the dedicatory sermon and Rev. 5. B. Barnitz, D. D., preaching in the even- 
ing. The liturgical service was participated in by the pastor, Rev. W. C. 
McCool, the afore-mentioned brethren, and others. 

IX. VACANCIES, 

The present vacancies are David City, which is being temporarily supplied 
by Rev. S. Traver; Davenport, which is an entirely new organization and 
hardly to be called a vacancy; McCook; Nebraska City; Republican Valley; 
Rising; Surprise; Wayne, and Wilber. Wilber has extended a call which it 
is hoped will be accepted. The prospects are that a few of the other points 
will soon be occupied. An effort was made to systematically furnish supplies 
for these vacancies as far as possible, which was done in behalf of a number 
ofthem. The President visited Davenport, Wilber, David City, Surprise and 
Rising, with a view of rendering any help possible. I wish to report that, 
though no formal action was taken, the Surprise people seem willing that their 
pastor shall be allowed to divide the time with Rising, allowing the pastor to 
make such arrangements with Rising as he can. 

X. MISCELLANEOUS. 

1. September 23, 1891, 1 forwarded an official certification of the Synod’s 
Sction relative to the General Synod’s proposed amendment to its Constitu- 
tion, to the Secretary of that body. (See page 28 of the Jast Minutes.) 
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2. October 15, 1891, I received the report of the committee appointed by 
the Ministerium at last convention of this body to further investigate, ad- 
judicate and conclude the charges of the Rising congregation against Rev. G. 
H. Albright. On the toth of the same month, ir conformity to their instruc- 
tions, I sent exact copies of their finding to the accused and accusers, together 
with a letter of censure to the accused, and of counsel to the accusers, exact 
copies of all of which are herewith submitted. 

3. December 22, 1891, pursuant to a resolution of Synod (see page 30 of 
last Minutes), I wrote Rev. H. P. Hansen, asking him to adjust the claim of 
Rev. B. F. Crouse for hotel expenses at Denver. Brother Hansen paid the 
bill in full. 

4- March 10, 1892, 1 received a certified copy of the Constitution of the 
congregation at Lexington, and finding it in conformity to the requirements 
of Synod I delivered it to the Statistical Secretary with instructions to deposit 
it in the Archives of the Synod. 

5. April 4, 1892, as per instruction of Synod, I communicated to Rev. Carl 
Rumph the action of this body as found on page 9 of last Minutes. His 
letter of dismission and recommendation to this Synod has since been re- 
ceived. The correspondence, however, developed the fact that the Synod was 
under some misapprehension in saying that the Constitution of the Hanover 
Congregation demanded that its minister should belong to the same Synod 
that it belonged to. Its only declaration upon this point is that their minister 
shall belong to some Synod of the General Synod. The result of this un- 
fortunate misapprehension, together with some other claimed aggrievances, has 
disaffected the congregation somewhat, and they accordingly informed the 
President that they would leave the Synod. But supposing that they meant 
to unite with the German Synod as others had done, no serious apprehension 
was taken to it. Shortly afterward I was informed by their Secretary that 
their congregation had taken action to the effect that they would leave the 
Synod and be an independent congregation. I accordingly visited them July 
19, and was very kindly received. Many expressed regret that I had not come 


6. August 6, 1892, I received a request from Rev. E. J. Hall for his letter 
of dismission from this Synod with a view of uniting with the California 
Synod. This I declined for the time, pending his apology to the Synod for 
non-attendance at its last convention, as per special resolution of Synod for- 
bidding the giving of letters to a certain number of unexcused brethren, of 
whom he was one, until they apologized to Synod. See page 48 of last Min- 
utes. But after consultation with some of the brethren, who, with myself, in- 
terpreted the spirit of the resolution to mean an apology deemed acceptable 
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sooner, as in that event they would not have taken the step they did. 1 urged 
a them to reconsider, and engaged in an extensive corrospondence to effec, 
f ii that result, but without material avail, though I feel persuaded that their feel- 
W ing is in the main conciliatory, Exact copies of my correspondence are sub- 
mitted. 
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bythe President, and rather than cause delay, | granted his letter upon the 
reception of his apology, which is herewith submitted. 

y. September 9, 1892, I received information Sem Rev. L. M. Kuhns to 
of the “Shall Memorial church of Omaha” was 
changed to “Grace church of Omaha,” and that with the legal consent of the 
Church Extension Board, the Statistical Secretary was instructed to make the 
change in the Synod’s Calendar of Congregations. 

8. In the instance of a few congregations asking dismission to other Synods, 
their petitions seemed to have been based upon the action of their Church 
Councils instead of upon the special action of their congregations, which alone 
have right to determine Synodical relations. As they were urging their letters 
in order to be in time for the meetings of the bodies to which they asked to be 
dismissed, and feeling that it was an oversight and that the moral principle 
was right, I waived the legal technicality and granted them. While I hope 
Synod will not dissent from this action, I yet hope it will not become a pre- 
cedent for other and ordinary circumstances. 

9. During the past winter information was received of the sickness and 
destitution of Rev. H. O. Opsal, with an appeal from that brother for imme- 
diate relief. The churches of the Synod were at once asked to take up col- 
lections, which resulted in a contribution of forty some dollars. The brother 
was referred to the Conferences or Synod in view of any further appeals, in 
order that the brethren of the Synod might be well certified of the worthiness 
ofthe case. He expresses to Synod grateful thanks for its generous treatment 
of him, and presents a paper for Synod’s consideration, 

RECOMMENDATIONS, 


t. That a committee of three be appointed to report upon the “ Provisional 
Catechism,” as per instruction of the General Synod, and that the Secretary 
be instructed to convey as soon as possible the action of this body to the 
committee preparing the Catechism. See pages 60 and 61 of the last Min- 
utes of the General Synod. 

2. That a Committee be appointed to select and recommend a limited num- 
ber of the choicest books for the use of the young people of the Societies of 
Christian Endeavor and Lutheran Alliance, having in view first the Chris-

Your Committee appointed to take into consideration the establishment of 
an Orphans’ Home would respectfully report : 

1. The Committee had one special meeting during the year, which met at 
Omaha, Neb., for the purpose of performing the work committed to its hands. 
Rev. J. G. Groenmiller, a member of the Committee, was not able to be pres- 
ent at that time, and very much depended upon what arrangements could be 
made with him in reference to the property which he has designed for Orphans’ 
Home purposes these many years. Nothing definite could therefore be done 
by your Committee. For various reasons there has been no special develop- 
ment since. The fact has however clearly come to light that there is a desire 
in various localities that such a Home should be established, for it has met 
with favor from many. We believe, therefore, that this work should be con- 
tinued, and that efforts should be made for the final accomplishment of it. 

In view of this, your Committee would offer the following : 

1. That this committee of five, with the addition of two laymen, be again 
appointed to take this matter into further advisement, and report the result of 
its labors at the next meeting of our Synod. 

2. That said committee draw up a Constitution for the regulation and gov- 
ernment of such a Home and an application for a charter, and present their 
work at the next meeting of Synod for its approval and adoption.

He is taking a special course in Midland Col- 
lege, and received $150.00 last year. He has made very commendable pro- 


gress. 
We recommend that the same amount be appropriated during the ensuing 


year. 
3. John Gutleben. He is in the freshman class of Midland College, and has 
received $50.00 during the past year. He has maintained an excellent stand- 
ing in his classes. We note with pleasure that the German Synod of Nebraska, 
of which his father is a member, at theig late session bave made arrangements 
whereby we will be relieved of his further support. 

4. C. J. Ringer through his pastor, Kev. Paul B, Holtgreve, made applica- 
tion for assistance to pursue a special course of study at Midland College. 

We recommend that $150.00 be given him for assistance during the present 
year. $100.00 of this amount has already been provirled for by friends of 
President Clutz in the Fast.

Report of the Advisory Board of Home Missions. 

The Minutes of the General Synod, together with our own knowledge of 
facts, enable us to report fifteen missions within the bounds of our Synod. 
Taking them up in detail we respectfully submit the following : 

1. Auburn—This congregation, under the efficient pastoral care of Rev. 
C, W. Baker, has made some substantial progress, notwithstanding the fact 
that they have suffered a loss by removal of members to the extent of twelve 
during the year. Their gain in membership is about equivalent. They have 
met an indebtedness of $540, leaving at present a very small encumbrance. 
The spiritual condition of the church is comparatively good. The prayer 
meetings are reported to be seasons of spiritual refreshing. 

2. Beatrice —Our church at Beatrice has made progress. The membership 
has grown a little. The attendance is as good as ever, if not a little better. 
The prayer meetings are seasons of refreshing, especially the Society of Chris- 
tian Endeavor. The debt has been reduced from $5,300 to $2,200. A little 
more of the apportionment has been raised than for a few years back. The 
finances are still a great burden. 

3- Benedict.—This charge is, under the devoted pastoral care of Rev. RK. A. 
White, making its usual progress. Of a debt of $975 on the parsonage, 
$915.90 has been paid. Harmony exists between pastor and people, and the 

4. Bloomington.—This point, together with Franklin, McCook, and Nor- 
catur and Long Island, Kan., has been served by Rev. M. L. Kunkelman until 
last May, since which time the first three named places have been vacant. At 
Bloomington and Franklin we have scarcely any interests except church pro- 
perty. At the former place the church is in a state of dilapidation; of it an 
Episcopal bishop inquired during the past year with a view of purchasing it. 

5. David City—This mission was served by Rev. B. F. Crouse until March 
last, since which time it had been vacant until several weeks ago, when Rev. 
S. Traver took charge of it temporarily. They have suffered much from re- 
movals, but the point is an important one and the outlook is good. It, how- 
ever, at present needs the Synod’s special care and attention. 
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_ 6, Denver, Col—The Scandinavian church in this place is still in connec- 
tion with this Synod. April last Rev. H. P. Hansen resigned, since which 
time it was served by Rev. Opsal. A few weeks ago the distressing news 
came that it was to be sold under mortgage on the 24th of October. Of this 
fact the Western Secretary of Church Extension has been apprised, and now 
has the matter under advisement. 

7. Kearney.—This point, in connection with Lexington, is served by Rev. 
W. H. Naffziger. During the year your Board made a formal appeal to the 
Church Extension Board to take upon itself the amount of money loaned the 
Kearney church by the Home Mission Board. Nothing was heard of it. 
Kearney has had its discouragements, but the interest has revived some. 
Lexington is in a more prosperous condition. 

Whereas, The Board of Home Missions very generously came to the relief 
of the church in Kearney in a most critical time, and saved the property from 
sale, and vindicated the honor of the General Synod by a loan of $1621; and 

Whereas, The Synod subsequently obligated itself to pay the interest on 
this loan, and then hoped to be able to do so; and 

Whereas, Owing to failures in crops and general business depression on 
our territory, and the many pressing demands upon the Synod, we have been 
unable to fulfil this promise; and 

Whereas, The accrued interest now amounts to over $500; therefore 

Resolved, 1, That we most highly appreciate the generusity of the Board of 
Home Missions to this church, and greatly regret our inability to pay the in- 
terest on the loan. 

Resolved, 2, That we do earnestly petition the Board of Home Missions to 

remit one-half of the interest now due, and that we also earnestly petition the 
Board of Church Extension to pay the other half of the interest to the Board 
of Home Missions, and to arrange with that Board for the future care of this 
loan. 
8. Lincoln, St. Mar®’s.—This church, under the pastoral care of Rev. L. 
Groh, is making commendable progress. They have had an unusual accession 
of members. Their church edifice is in the process of erection, and nearly 
all the money needed is provided to the extent of $8,000. Both pastor and 
people are encouraged. 

9. Lincoln, Grace.—Rev. L. P. Ludden is the efficient pastor. The year 
past has been one of unprecedented prosperity to this church, Their mem- 
bership has increased from thirty-three to sixty-one. The Snnday-school has 
more than doubled its nnmber, having now a membership of about 150, 
They raised $219.00 for benevolence. The prayer meetings are good, and 
growing in numbers, as also attendance at regular services. 

10, North Platte—This charge is numbered among our missions though it 
received nothing from the Mission Board during the pastoral work of Rev. J. 
F. Kuhlman in their midst. This church paid off a debt of five hundred dol- 
lars during the past year. They have organized a Society of Christian En- 
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deavor, which is proving profitable and interesting. The pastor is encouraged 
to hope for good results. 
11. Omaha, St. Mark’s—Rev. J. S. Detweiler, D. D., is working here with 


_ bis usual zeal. The congregations are good, and the prospects favorable in 


every respect. 
12. Pawnee City.—Rev. R. W. Petrea is pastor here. At Zion church there 


were cleven accessions during the year. In Pawnee City they organized last 
June with fourteen charter members. At Zion they have raised about $500 
on their church property. The Pawnee. City church, too, has paid a part of 
her indebtedness. The attendance at both places is good. The benevolent 


contributions of both churches are commendable. The pastor is encouraged. 


13. Sidney.—Rev. E. Lee Fleck is pastor. This church has made excel- 
lent progress during the year. The attendance has been unusually good. 
The prayer-meetings are well attended. The financial affairs of the church 
are encouraging. 

14. Wayne.—This mission was served during the greater part of the year by 
Rev. M. L. Melick. They had a number of accessions, and were encouraged 
up to the time of Bro. Melick’s departure. Since then they have been vacant. 
This place needs a pastor at once, a man of ability and piety. 

15. West Point—This charge was for most of the year vacant, and much 
cannot be.expected or possibly reported. Early in August Rev. W. A. Lipe 
took charge, since which time the congregation has been greatly encouraged.

Resolved, That the Synod of Nebraska earnestly request the Board of 
Church Extension of the General Synod to make such an appropriation by 
gift and loan to Grace Lutheran church, Rev. L. P, Ludden, pastor, as will 
enable the congregation to erect a suitable church edifice at once.

Western Secretary Board of Church Extension, addressed the 
Synod in behalf of the Board. 
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Report of Committee on Midland College. 

The Committee on Midland College reported the following: 

Resolved, That it is a matter of profound gratitude that the Board of Edu- 
cation in establishing Midland College were careful to define the denomina- 
tional status of the College as unequivocally Lutheran. The contract between 
the Board of Education and the city of Atchison places no restriction whatever 
upon the Board. From the beginning it has been understood we were found- 
ing a church institution, and the exclusive property of the General Synod of 
the Evangelical Lutheran Church in the United States of America. 

The Board of Trustees in framing a Constitution unhesitatingly adopted the 
following as part of the preamble: “ Identified by its charter as well as in 
origin, Faculty and Board of Trustees, with the General Synod of the Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Church of the United States, it will and must aim to impart a 
liberal education amid Christian influences and after Christian methods. The 
Holy Scriptures, as the one supreme revelation of God, shall not only be read, 
but taught in their order, so as to subserve the highest mental and moral in- 
terests of the pupils. Allowing the largest liberty consistent with right, it must 
be the purpose of this College to be specific without being narrow, and to be 
loyal to the church whose name it bears without being bigoted.” 

Resolved, That we express our regret that the salaries of the Faculty are so 
long in arrears, and we hereby urge upon all our pastors the necessity of pre- 
senting the needs of the College, asking them to give liberally to the cause of 
Christian education, with no regard to the small agount apportioned for the 
work of the Board of Education, remembering that Midland will receive all 
the more, inasmuch as of the sum appropriated for college aid by the Board 
Midland College receives four-fifths. 

Resolved, That we have heard with great pleasure of the recent opening of 
the College with an increased number of students, giving evidence that the 
worth of the College is being recognized and appreciated by the church, and 
thereby becoming favorably known to others than Lutherans. 

Resolved, We are pleased to note the loyalty and enthusiasm of the students, 
and their desire to build up the institution they have chosen as their 4/ma 
Mater. There is with these young people an esprit de corps that promises to 
enrich the College with a home-grown constituency that will become one of 
the most productive endowments. 

Resolved, That we heartily appreciate the arduous labors of President J. A. 
Clutz, D. D., in connection with the solicitation of funds and in the erection 
of the new Ladies’ Hall, and with him and his colleagues in the Faculty we 
rejoice in the successful completion of a building at once beautiful in appear- 
ance and suitable for the care and accommodation of the young ladies in 
attendance; and 

Resolved, That we commend this worthy enterprise to our people, urging 
upon them the importance of making immediate gifts to the college, for the 
purpose of liquidating the remaining indebtedness before the next annual 


commencement. 
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Resolved, That the matter of the contemplated Nebraska Synod professor- 
ship be pushed forward to completion as vigorously as possible, and by such 
agency as the Board of Trustees shall appoint; and in prosecuting this work 

of securing endowment we promise our support and co-operation. 

Resolved, That our pastors note the day designated as the Day of Prayer for 
Colleges, and that it be given proper observance by presenting the cause of 
Christian education and asking a special collection this year, to be applied on 
the indebtedness for Ladies’ Hall. 

Resolved, That a committee of three be appointed on a Lutheran Reunion, 
to be held at Atchison, Kan., in June, 1893, and to co-operate with a like com- 
mittee of the Kansas Synod in arranging a programme for the occasion. 

Wuereas, A pressing need now exists for an increase of a qualified minis- 
try drawn from our own congregations to meet the great and growing wants 
of our own Synodical territory, and further delay to provide as far as possible 
to meet these needs will, in our judgment, be attended with loss and sacrifice; 
therefore, 

Resolved, That we believe the time has fully come when some preparatory 
steps should be taken to afford the young men, especially of our own congre- 
gations, who may be willing and desirous of preparing for the holy ministry, 
such facilities for theological training as could be arranged for in connection 
with Midland College as a temporary arrangement until a complete theological 
seminary can be established there or elsewhere. 

Resolved, That we eagnestly request the Board of Education and the 
Trustees of Midland College to take this matter into consideration, and 
endeavor to make arrangements to inaugurate such work as soon as practic- 
able, and at the least possible expense.

The President then read her annual address. 


President's Address. 

Dear Sisters in the Lord: After a short twelve months of labor in the 
noblest cause om earth, we are assembled for the thirteenth time as a con- 
vention of the Woman's Home and Foreign Missionary Society of the Synod 
of Nebraska, We are here to compare results, gather enthusiasm and mingle 
prayers, and glad, indeed, are we that so many have gathered here; and I am 
suse that I speak the sentiments of all our people when I assure you that you 


are most heartily welcome, and that we all feel highly honored by your pres- 
ence. 
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The members and friends of this congregation, in whose homes you are 
being entertained, have looked forward to this time with eager anticipations, 
and, I am sure, will place their best at your disposal, Hence it is my privi- 
lege and pleasure to weicome all to our city, our homes and our hearts. 

But as your President, it is my chief joy to welcome you in the name of our 
dear Master to the grand feast, which every effort of each Society and Band in 
‘ our Synodical Organization. has, by faithful and patient work during the year 
just closing, helped to prepare. Indeed, if we have been thoroughly conse- 
erated to the cause which brings us together, and have, by .God’s help, 
achieved a measure of success, we will be eager to tell, in report and in con- 
versation, of the difficulties overcome and the progress made. , 

To me it seems that these annual conventions should be nothing less than 
sumptuous “ Mission Feasts,” where enthusiasm born of achievement united 
with “zeal according to knowledge,” should bring before our limited vision, 
rich viands of heavenly manna, gathered in our foreign field by noble self- 
sacrifice and true devotion, seasoned with the “spicy breezes ” of self-conse- 
cration and prayer, and wafted hither “ From Africa’s sunny fountains " and 
“ India’s coral strand.” 

And from our home field should be collected much soul-cheering, spirit- 
refreshing, praise-inspiring intelligence concerning the churches maintained by 
our noble women and pictured in such a clear light that all could see that the 
Woman’s Missions are standing as beacon lights for weary travelers; and 
could rejoice that from the Lakes in the east to the mighty Pacific in the west, 
souls are being brought to Christ by the aid of the noble women of our be- 
loved Zion. 

Dear sisters, let us fervently and believingly pray for that true missionary 
spirit which the Saviour and his apostles manifested. For “Christ came not 
to be ministered unto, but to minister and give his life a ransom for many.” 
While the apostles “ went about” in “ every city” and “ every village” and the 
“ regions round about ” “ preaching the unsearchable riches of Christ.’ When 
this spirit of missionary zeal is upon us, then will our auxilliary meetings be- 
come rallying centres for the ladies of our churches, and our conventions will 
become enthusiastic gatherings to summarize what all of us together have 
been permitted, by divine help, to accomplish, That something worthy of our 
contemplation has been accomplished during the past year all are well aware; 
but lest some things be overlooked, permit me to say that all our missionaries 
in India are at their post of duty, and are our messengers to the million souls 
im the Lutheran district in that far off clime. Already the Woman's Hospital 
is assuming shape, and it will not be long until our General Literature Com- 
mittee will have for sale photographs of that building which has so long been 
but an undefined hope. And what a boon it will prove to the poor secluded 
women of India when they can enjoy the blessings which will flow to them in 
a constant stream of Joving ministrations, a stream whose myriad sources are 
the liberal souls of American Lutheran women. Are We not glad that we 
cheerfully helped in this blessed work? And should we not be willing to help 
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furnish and equip it in the best possible way? Let us think upon that word 
“equip,” and hope that like the “Susquehanna (Pa.), Synodical Society,” 
which is making an effort to raise one thousand dollars to endow a bed in the 
hospital, we too may do something some time towards furnishing it for effi- 
cient work. 

The other branches of our work under Miss Dryden, Miss Kistler, and Miss 
Sadtler are progressing finely, and their cheering letters in the “ Journal ” fill 
our hearts with gratitute to our loving Saviour, who is causing His great com- 
mission to be fulfilled, at least in a measure, through the efforts of His hand- 

In Africa our work is taking a new departure, and we will soon, I trust, 
have a splendid dormitory, which will be a fitting memorial to the liberality of 
interested women; of whom I hope Nebraska will have not a few. 

Of our six missions in the home field, Denver is now vacant, but hopes soon 
to have as regular pastor Rev. C. W. Heisler, to whom a call has been ex- 
tended. All have made progress during the year, and are the pride of our 
Lutheran church. Oakland and San Jos‘ are making strenuous efforts to se- 
cure funds towards building churches, while Sacramento is pushing its church 
building towards completion. Let us rejoice that all our missions are the cen- 
tre of a constantly growing influence for good, and be ready to help whenever 
any help may be needed. 

The work in our own Synod is very encouraging, as will be seen from the 
various reports to be offered at this convention, and which I do not deem it 
necessary to anticipate. 

But good as our showing is for the year, there is no reason why it should 
not be better. In many of the Societies there seems to be a lack of know!l- 
edge as to the minor details of the work, and everything is conducted too 
much on general principles. The nice Christian courtesies, which are such 
excellent conscience clearers, are seldom indulged in, and the result is a feel- 
ing of guilt towards the various officers and chairmen of committees, and this 
in turn produces as a natural result a degree of carelessness and inefficiency 
which is simply alarming when we remember that the cause is the same Lord’s 
who “shall try every man’s work of what sort it is, and render a reward ac- 
cording to the deeds done in the body.” It may seem the merest trifle of an 
omission to neglect to answer an official communication which pleads for a 
reply, but in reality it is discourteous to the individual thus treated and disloy- 
alty to the Society of which she is an official, while it discourages and retards the 
work to a degree not to be estimated. It is contact and correspondence with 
each other that keeps our zeal and enthusiasm alive, and with this omitted we 
are out of touch with the throbbing activity of all missionary work. Dear 
sisters, | hope and pray you will bear this in mind in the future, and I am sure 
that all communications from the officers and committees will be answered 
promptly and fully, and the work thus made more easy and more fruitful. : 

And just here I desire to say a word concerning the monthly meeting. 
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“How to make it most interesting?” has been and is to many societies a 
puzzling question. And, though | do not presume to answer it in detail, | want 
to say that my experience has proved that by following the plan laid down in 
the “ Journal” and “ Mission Studies” (prefaced by a service from the “ Man- 
ual” and interspersed with hymns and prayers), the interest has grown until 
it became absorbing, and everyone went home feeling they had been with 
Jesus and received a blessing. More Christ, more Christ, more Christ, is the 
ery of the human soul, and nothing short of Christ will interest and satisfy it. 
Let each member try to bring Christ with her to the meeting and the question 
will be answered. 
But lest I weary you I wil) offer the following recommendations for the 
Convention to consider : 
4. T would recommend that all stationery for the use of officers and com- 

mittees be furnished by the Synodical Society, and that the name and address 
of each officer and chairman of standing committees be printed on the letter 
head. 

2. That each Auxiliary appoint an executive committee which shall meet 
one week prior to the regular monthly meeting, and, after a season of prayer, 
arrange the program and assign the parts for the meeting. 

3. That the roll of delegatés be called with a view to fixing upon a uniform 
day and hour for the regular monthly meeting. 

4. That action be taken on the following, taken from page 218 August 
“ Journal;” “Let every Synodical Convention decide at the coming meeting 
what proportion of the amount for special objects it can assume, and instruct 
its delegate to the coming General Convention at Omaha to that effect, so that 
the matter can be finally settled.” 

5. That all supplies for Auxiliaries and Bands be ordered through our Syn- 
odical Literature Committee. 

And now, in conclusion let me urge upon you the importance of attending 
all the sessions of this Convention, and do everything you can to make it the 
success it should be. We are here to give to the Convention as well as to get 
from it. 

I beg your kind indulgence and assistance in the discharge of the duties of 
my office. As I have never had any experience in presiding over so important 
a body, I hope you will bear with me, and excuse, as far as possible, any mis- 
takes I may make. 

Thanking you all for your kind co-operation and help during the year, I 
bespeak for my successor your prayers, your sympathy and your faithful assist- 
ance during the coming year.
